Allies Switch Aerial Blows to France and Belgium

LONDON, April 10.—U.S. 
air forces switched the full 
weight of their pre-invasion 
offensive against Germany’s 
waning air power to occupied 
France and Belgium today, 
smashing aircraft plants and 
airfields along a 300-mile 
front. 

(The German home radio broad- 
cast a report that a “weak” Allied 
bombing formation penetrated 
northwestern Germany today.) 

Strong forces of Flying Fortresses 

and Liberators made their third 
multi-pronged assault on the Nazi 
aircraft industry in as many days 
only a few hours after the R.A.F, 
and R.C.A.F. dropped 2,200 or more 
tons of bombs last night on rail- 
way targets: at Villeneuve-Saint- 
Georges in the southeastern sub- 
urbs of Paris and at Lille, con- 
trolling the supply lines to the 
French invasion coast.

jected. 

In a sharp formal letter, Giraud 
who escaped from France in 1941 to 
take over leadership of French 
forces on the Allied side in North 
Africa, refused to recognize aboli- 
tion of his position and charged de 
Gaulle with violating French re- 
publican law as well as French Na- 
tional Committee ordinances, 


WILL NOT RESIGN 

“I am not resigning,” Giraud said. | 
“I accept neither the principle of| 
suppression of the post of com- 
mander-in-chief of the French 
armed forces in the middle of war, 
nor the honorary post which you 
have designed for me.” 

Giraud added that de Gaulle’s 
step was contrary to French law 
and committee ordinances deter- 
mining a separation of civil and 
miltary powers and organization 
of a high command, 

De Gaulle had said the post of 
commander-in-chief was stperflu- 
ous since a Frenchman would not 
get a large Allied command, Giraud 
took issue with this also, 


SEES “NO PROOF” 

He said: “There is no proof that 
another theatre of operations won't 
be opened where a Frenchman will) 
have the honor to command.

Attempt on Life 
Mexican Leader

MEXICO CITY, April 10.—A 
disgruntled Mexican staff officer 
attempted to assassinate Presi- 
dent Gen, Manuel Avila Cama- 
cho in the national palace today 
but was disarmed after firing a 
single pistol shot that tore harm- 
lessly through the President's 
clothing within inches of his 
heart. 

The assassin, identified as Ar- 
tillery Lt. Antonio Lama Rojas, 
30, a member of the palace mili- 
tary staff, whipped out a pistol as 
the President was about to enter 
his private elevator at 10 a.m, and 
fired at point-blank range. 

The bullet ripped through 
Avila Camacho’s clothing directly 
above the heart, leaving a one 
and one-quarter inch tear in the 


cloth, The President was un- 
harmed, apart from powder 
burns. 


Camacho grappled with the 
assassin to keep him from firing 
again, while members of his offi- 
cial party disarmed Lama.

Is 
that fact taken into account in fixing salary 
scales? If not, it should be.

A Good Week’s Work 


Good news came from two widely-sep- 
arated seas toward the close of the week. 
The United States task force which at- 
tacked the Palau Islands got back into 
safe waters and Admiral Nimitz told what 
it had accomplished. On the other side of 
the world, the squadron of carriers and 
other craft got home from the Norwegian 
coast to a British port and released particu- 
lars of the damage done to the Tirpitz. 

The task force sank 28 Japanese ships of 
sorts, including three warships, damaged 18 
more, one of them a battleship—the only 
enemy capital craft that was sighted; des- 
troyed 160 Jap planes and damaged 54 
others, for a loss of 25 American machines; 
and shot up everything worth aiming at 
ashore. 

The British ships brought news, and 
protographs to prove the report, that the 
Tirpitz will not be going to sea for many 
months and may never sail again. 

The immediate result of the Palau at- 
tack is to leave Truk more isolated by the 
loss of a support base, and to further limit 
the movement of the Jap battle fleet, Dis- 
abling the Tirpitz deprived the Nazi fleet 
of its one first-rank battleship, frees the 
Murmansk route of its most formidable 
threat, and will make possible a freer move- 
ment of British heavies to other waters. 

Altogether a fine week’s work, which 
carries the war a step nearer to the enemy 
in both theatres,

The War of Nerves 


While Moscow radio keeps German 
listeners posted every day.on how many 
thousands of their soldiers are killed and 
captured in the corralls along the eastern 
front, London keeps them equally aware 
that they are going to start losing a lot 
more in a new combat zone somewhere 
along the western coast one of these days, 

That there are German listeners ‘to 
these foreign broadcasts is not merely a 
matter of supposition. Every once in a 


while, and at shortening intervals, Berlin 
radio confirms the fact by giving a contra- 
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dictory version of some event to which it 
obviously refers only because a pretty 
large sprinkling of its listeners have been 
tuning in to the forbidden outside stations. 

The Germans have never been an unin- 
formed people. Quite the contrary. There 
can be little doubt that great numbers of 
them turn their dials every day to hear 
what Moscow and London are saying, de- 
spite hangman Himmler and his proscrip- 
tions and threats. What they hear cannot 
be to their liking, but they are the more 
certain to listen on that account. 

It is to these the newscasts from the 
Allied capitals are directed, and the more 
sinister the messages the more sure must 
be their effect; for when twenty per cent 
of the German people become convinced 
that they are looking into the face of cer- 
tain defeat the home troubles of the Nazi 
bosses will multiply. 


As nearly as Allied airmen can figure 
out its manoeuvres, the luftwaffe now only 
sends its planes up to defend war plants, 
leaving railways and other military targets 
to take what comes their way. Another 
stage of attrition may leave the force so 
choosey that its fighters will only go up to 
protect the plants where they are repaired,

Summary of Broadcast 
Delivered Over CFRN 


March 8 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Tomorrow is the fourth anniver- 
sary of Hitler's treacherous attack 
on Norway. Four years ago, with- 
out warning and without the shad- 
ow of a moral excuse, the savage 
hordes of Germany descended upon 
a peaceful and progressive state 
that asked nothing more of the 
world than a chance to pursue its 
high-minded political and economic 
experiments in peace. 


The people of Norway, our 
closest blood re- 
latives in any 


foreign nation, 
have two out- 
standing qualli- 
ties. The first is 
a prodigious 
sense of social 
justice. The sec- 
ond is a magnifi- 
cent and venture- 
some courage. 
Both these quali- 
ties had been wWaroig L. Weir 
steadily employ- 

ed during the quarter century that 
preceded the European outburst of 
Hitlerism. 

Into the complex business of de- 
vising a just and equitable social 
order, the Norwegians had poured 
all that passion for freedom, that 
love ‘of justice and that moral 
bravery that their ancestors the 
Northmen had carried, in succes- 
sive waves of invasion, into Nor- 
mandy and England and Scotland. 


They were a peace-loving people. 
They interfered with no one. They 
had no designs of conquest. 

On the contrary, their great Lib- 
eral leader Carl Hambro had de- 
voted all the resources of Norway 
to the purposes of the League of 
Nations. In matters of human 
peace, social legislation and politi- 
can conscience, they were an in- 
spiration to the world. 

But Hitler struck them down. 
Their splendid democratic king 
was hounded from city to city, town 
to town, house to nouse. Barbaric 
Teutons took over their govern- 
papers and every activity which is 
a symbol of free men. 

This black crime against civili- 
zation occurred on April 9th in the 
year 1940. 

But although the Norwegians 
were stunned, at first—for those 
who bear peace and candor in 
their hearts do not look for 
violence and guile in others—al- 
though they were stunned at first, 
their resistance has steadily grown. 
Like their cousins—and our cous- 
ins—the Danes, they have waged 
a gallant and unrelenting warfare 
against the savage invader. 

The Norwegians like the hated 
Quisling who compromised with 
the enemy could be counted on 
the fingers of a score of hands, As 
one great body the loyal and patri- 
otic Norwegians have plagued and 
bedevilled the Huns in every pos- 
sible way. 

They have fought, so far as they 
were able, to the last ditch. They 
have blown up strategic railways. 
They have sabotaged every Ger- 
man effort. And not even the fir- 
ing squad and the concentration 
camp have been able to dampen 
their ardor for freedom. At tremen- 
dous risk and in great numbers 
their young men have escaped to 
fight by our side. 

But this barbaric millstone will 
not hang forever around the necks 
of our blocd brothers. Already 
the plans that will free Norway are 
jaid. And the Norwegian people 
will once again, with the gallant 
Danes, assume world leadership 
in the development of that social 
conscience which is the mortal 
hope and safeguard of humanity. 

* * * 


But if the admiration and sym- 
pathy of the world were directed 
this week towards Norway and 
Denmark, ill-will towards Sweden 
was building up in the United 
States. The Foreign Economic Ad- 
ministration of that country was 
being pressed, from several sources, 
to bear down heavily upon the 
Swedes whom some thought were 
giving greater aid to the Nazis 
than their neutrality should have 
permitted. 

While it was realized that the 
Swedes were in a difficult position. 
American administrative officials 
were not inclined to forgive them 
for sending SKF ball-bearing ex- 
perts to Schweinfurt to build up 
the ball-bearing works there which 
U.S, bombers at a cost of 600 men 
had destroyed. 

The SKF company of Sweden 
did not own the Schweinfurt plant, 
was under no obligation to the 


Nazis and had no material interest 
in the factory. Nevertheless the 
Swedes did send men to Germany 


to rebuild the plant which had 
been wiped out at the cost of 600 
American lives. 

No retaliatory measures have yet 
been taken, The possibility still 
exists that the flow of strategic 
materials from the United States 
to Sweden might be radically cur- 
tailed. 

* * * 


Highly significant in this week's 
news was the announcement on 
Wednesday night by Wendell Will- 
kie that he would not be a candi- 
date for the presidency of the 
United States. 

Mr. Willkie had promised that if 
he were defeated in the Wisconsin 
primaries, he would not run. He 
was defeated by Thomas Dewey of 
New York. And to the surprise of 
everybody he kept his word. He 
asked his supporters to push his 
case no further and to refrain 
{rom nominating him at the Repub- 
lican convention. 

Now there is the possIbility that 
Mr. Willkie was playing a game of 
deep political strategy. Compromise 
candidates and dark horses fre- 
quently have the best chance at 
presidential nominating conven- 
tion, and by this move, Mr. Willkie 
definitely places himself back in 
the dark horse classification, That 
is to say, the Dewey organization 
will now direct its fire at Dewey's 
next most threatening rival. Mr 
Willkie’s backers, then, might dis- 
regard his statement of withdrawal, 


in case of a deadlock, and gain the 
| nomination for him by a surprise 
move. 

All this, however, is merely spec- 
ulation. And it is necessary to 
consider his statement, at its face 
value, as It affects the possibility 
of Mr. Roosevelt's re-election. 

* * * 


While the presidential campaign 
is primarily an American domestic 
affair, it can’t be completely ig- 
nored in Canada because Canada is 
bound to be deeply affected by the 
economic consequences of the elec- 
tion in the United States. If, for 
instance, the American people 
should revert to a policy of isola- 
tionism, the Roosevelt program, 
which calls for closer economic 
ties between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, is likely to be completely 
reversed, 

On the whole, the Roosevelt sup- 
porters have been cheered by Wil- 
lkie’s withdrawal from the race, 
Earlier in the week, the backers 
of the administration had been 
frankly worried since a Gallup 
poll had indicated that not more 
than 37,000,000 Americans would 
vote in the election. 

In 1940, some 50,000,000 people 
voted. I£ 13,000,000 of these are 
missing from the polls this year, 
fourth-termers figure that most of 
these would be soldiers or workers 
who ordinarily would support the 
President, 

The Roosevelt organization cal- 
culated it this way: 

If 40,000,000 or less vote, Roose- 
velt would lose. If 45,000,000 vote, 
he might win. I£ 50,000,000 vote, he 
is Sure to win. If 55,000,000 vote, he 
would not only win but carry the 
Congress as well. ’ 

* * * 


This was the feeling up until 
Wednesday night when Mr. Willkie 
made his surprise anouncement of 
withdrawal. It is felt now that the 
Roosevelt chance for a fourth term 
is much better because many pro- 
gressive Republicans who would 
have supported Willkie will refuse 
to support an isolationist candidate 
such as Dewey, with his record of 
membership in American First, 
and that a substantial number of 
them will now vote for Roosevelt. 

Thus, so far as Canada and the 
British Empire are concerned, the 
disappearance of Mr. Willkie—if it 
is a real disappearance—offers en- 
couragement by increasing the 
chance of Mr. Rosevelt’s re-elec- 
tion; at the same time it increases 
the possibility of an unfriendly ad- 
ministration under Mr. Dewey. 

For if the Republican party has 
rejected Mr. Willkie whose policy 
has been a more strenuous pro- 
secution of the war, it is reasonable 
to assume that its tentative en- 
dorsement of Dewey implies an 
endorsement of diametrically op- 
posite policies. It may mean‘a 
move towards lower taxes and a 
consequent reduction in war ex- 
penditures. 

This is a highly significant im- 
plication, if it is a true one, because 
it was shown this week that the 
financial support given to the war 
by the American people is declin- 
ing alarmingly. 

* * * 


Last year, individual Americans 
saved 37 billion dollars. Of this 
saving, only 138 billions went into 
war bonds. And that is only half 
the picture. There is a further 
fact that for the first time since 
the beginning of the war, individu- 
als have actually decreased the 
proportion of their income which 
went into savings. In other words, 
spending is hectically on the in- 
crease. There is a jocular remark 
current that even the dogs on 
Fifth Avenue are wearing mink 
coats, 

According to official American 
figures, Americans are making 
more than ever before, are saving 
less and putting a steadily declin- 
ing sum into the war effort. 

If this is the case under an ad- 
ministration whose primary policy 
is the all-out waging of the war, 
what would happen under an ad- 
ministration inclined to reduce 
War expenditures and the war ef- 
fort in general? 

All this, of course, is not Can- 
ada’s business. Absolutely nothing 
in these observations is intended 
to cast a critical reflection on any 
American candidate. Nor is it fair, 
I suppose, to anticipate any slack- 
ening in the American war pro- 
gram. But the economic and politi- 
cal life of Canada is closely in- 
volved in the American picture. 
We would be stupid to ignore the 
plain implications.

Be Equipped For Mending Jobs 


Repairs Are Neglected 
Because Supplies Aren’t 
In Easy Reach

Every well-run household needs 
a repair department. Even when 
clothes and curtains are bought 
readymade, the repair department 
is frequently called into action. 

The wartime return to home 
dressmaking is probably an emer- 
gency expediency. After the war 
we can doubtless look forward 
again to readymades in alluring 
abundance. 

Every homemaker dreams of the 
day when she can have a sewing 
room which will include a work 
table, long mirrors, ironing boards 
and iron, sewing machine, dress- 
makers dummy and other sewing 
incidentals. It would surely be 
Utopia if these could be all brought 
together in a bright and airy room 
with proper lighting facilities for 
work at night or on dull days. To 
complete this dream room, I would 
advise one wall filled with cup- 
boards and drawers. 

Plans for such a center can be 
made with the future as well as 
the present in mind—with the extra 
sewing demands of the present 
serving as an incentive to do an 
efficient organizing job. 

The hardest thing about mending 
is getting at it. That is because 


dig up all your paraphernalia be- 
fore you can settle down to it. 
Half those rips and tears might be 
done as they are noticed if the 
sewing machine were open and 
ready—with thread and filled bob- 
bins in a reasonable array of 
colors. And many more buttons 
would be sewed on if a button 
box, needles and thread were 
ready and in easy reach. 


Keep Machine Open 


If possible, keep your sewing 
machine in a room where you can 
leave it open and ready for spur- 
of-the-moment jobs. Have a chest 
or cabinet with thread, thimbles, 
needles, buttons, tape, straps, etc., 
in wide assortment and in orderly 
arrangement. 

If you haven't proper storage 
space or a sewing cabinet you can 
improvise. Save stout small boxes 
such as pound chocolate boxes for 
such oddments. Have one for but- 
tons, one for bias and other tapes, 
one for bits of lace or trimmings, 
one for zippers (these can be sal- 
vaged from old garments), one for 
bits of elastic, one for card but- 
tons, one for needles and pins. 
These small boxes should be mark- 
ed in pencil of their contents and 
| placed on end in a corrugated box 
large enough to hold them all. 

Pins are absolutely essential. The 
easiest way to keep them is on pin- 


ie times out of ten you have to 


cushions. Or a small tin box such 
as we used to get our bouillion 
cubes make excellent containers 
for pins. 

Have a chest, basket or closet for 
keeping your accumulated mend- 
ing. Other necessities will include 
tapeline or yardstick, sharp scis: 
sors and a skirt marker. 


Cutting Table 


A big table for cutting and 
spreading things out is a “must” 
but you can use the dining room 
table. The ironing board is an- 
other piece of equipment that 
needs to be kept out and ready 
for unexpected use. 

Possible spots for a sewing room 
could be a sun porch, game room 
or whatever other place in the 
house isn't doing full duty at the 
present time. If there’s no such 
extra room available, then use a 
corner and cover up with a screen, 

Don't forget that even an antique 
sewing machine can be put back in 
good repair. The local sewing 
machine center maintains a tune- 
up service that keeps sewing 
machines on the job, old treadle 
types as well as new electrics, 

A worthwhile suggestion comes 
from a seamstress. She says when 
sewing, a medicine dropper filled 
with water and run along a seam 
which is to be pressed, is the 
simplest method of dampening the 
material, 


The Trail of the Cartels 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 


In a special supplement The New 
Republic traces the trail of the 
great cartels across the economic 
system of the world. The evils of 
this system—an extension of the 
domestic monopoly into world 
trade—are now well known, The 
problem is not to secure evidence 
against it but to find means to cure 
it. The New Republic does not be- 
lieve that any simple means, any 
single form of attack, will suffice. 
Instead, it proposes an attack from 
many directions, by the action ‘of 
individual nations and by all the 
democratic nations jointly. 

The cartel, it is pointed out, can- 
not operate directly in any coun- 
try where monopolies cannot con- 
trol the domestic market. If com- 
petition exists within a country 
the world cartel cannot hold up 
prices there. The first attack on the 
cartel, therefore, must be an at- 
tack on domestic monopolies of 
all sorts and every government is 
able to launch such an attack with- 
out the co-operation of other 
countries. 

* * * 


The United States had its era of 
“trust busting” before the last war 
but afterwards monopolies grew 
with little interference from cither 
political party. Indeed, the first 
great and futile experiment of Mr. 
Roosevelt's New Deal was the 
N.A.R, which permitted and en- 
couraged business groups to control 
prices without regard to cost or 
competition, Happily the Supreme 
Court found the statute covering 
this process invalid. As part of its 
general change of philosophy, the 
Roosevelt government is now pre- 
paring the most concerted attack on 
monopolies witnessed since the first 
Roosevelt. 

The New Republic does not think 
that the existing anti-trust laws are 
powerful enough to curb mon- 


opolies' and it suggests that all 
companies engaged in international 
or even interstate trade should be 
compelled to secure charters from 
the federal government. These 
charters could be cancelled by a 
federal commission if a company 
persistently restricted production to 
hold up prices, Since the misuse of 
patents is one of the chief weapons 
of the monopolies and cartels, a 
revision of the patent laws is sug- 
gested. On this The New Republic 
is rather vague but it believes that 
in some way the incentive to in- 
vention can be retained while the 
law prevents the buying up of 
patents to prevent the full use of 
inventions, 
* * * 


Finally The New Republic urges 
the government to retain some of 
its wartime plants and operate 
them as “yardsticks” in competition 
with private plants; and also to set 
up national planning machinery to 
do the job of “rationalizing” pro- 
duction which the monopolies now 
claim to be doing, This looks very 
much like establishing one big 
state control to replace a variety 
of private control. 

However, it is admitted that all 
these purely domestic measures will 
not smash the internation’l con- 
trols which are outside the scope 
of any single nation. Yet all nations 
are affected by them, since all na- 
tions must import certain goods, 
If these goods are controlled by an 
international cartel, the importing 
nation, whatever its own anti 
monopoly laws, must pay the cartel 
price. Canada is paying it today 
on some vital imports. 

The international cartel, there- 
fore, can be tackled only by inter- 
national action by nations which 
j}are determined to smash the cartel. 
| The New Republic, usually consid- 
jered a strong sympathizer with 
| socialism, urges an approach to this 


problem which is liberal, which !s 
calculated to support private enter- 
prise and which is in consonance 
with the world reconstruction plans 
of the United Nations. It would set 
up an international agency to guare 
antee “freedom of access to raw 
materials” as advocated in the At» 
lantic Charter, Such an agency 
would parallel the UNRRA organ- 
ization, the international agreement 
on nutrition, the proposed currency 
organization and the projected in- 
ternational peace conference or- 
ganization. 
* * * 

Since there is no international 
government with sovereign powers 
to enforce international laws, it will 
not be easy by international agree- 
ment to abolish cartels, The New 
Republic admits, but “by interna- 
tional agreement we can create an 
agency which can investigate and 
give publicity to any combination 
which fixes prices or limits output, 
and by the same means we can in 
many cases provide representation 
for the individual consumers or for 
consuming nations in such decis- 
ions.” 

The New Republic goes further, 
trenching on ground which is highly 
debatable, It suggests that besides 


tions and reveajing their effect on 
supply and prices, an international 
organization could take positive 
action to compete with the cartels, 
This would be done, it is suggested, 
through the international lending 
and investment bank already pro- 
posed by the United States and 
under active consideration by the 
United Nations. Such a bank could 
assure the development of resources 
to compete with the resources now 
controlled by cartels, and thus The 
New Republic believes, could break 
world monopolies, The direct in- 
tervention of an international ore 
ganization into this field might well 
bring with it more harm than good,

French to Choose 
Rulers Says Hull 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(AP) 
—The United States cannot recog- 
nize the French committee for na- 
tional liberation as the government 
of France, State Secretary Cordell 


Hull said last night, but it is dis- 
posed to see Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle’s committee take the lead in 
establishing law and order until the 
French people choose their rulers. 

Hull outlinéd this policy toward 
France in a comprehensive broad- 
cast speech which gave the first of- 
ficial report on the American 
formula for dealinng with the 
French committee. 


“It is of the utmost importance,” 
Hull said, “that civil authority in 
France should be exercised by 
Frenchmen, should be swiftly es- 
tablished, and should operate in 
accordance with advanced plan- 
ning as fully as military opera- 
tions will permit.” 

Thus an allied military govern- 
ment for France as such appar- 
ently is ruled out, although Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as supreme 
military chief, would not be bound 
to deal exclusively with the com- 
mittee.

Important Rol 
Seen For Canada 
At Peace Table 


TORONTO, April 10,—(CP)— 
David Lewis, national secretary of 
the C.C.F., said in an address Sat- 
urday night the party believes 
Canada must play an important 
role at the peace table, bringing all 
her influence to bear “on the side 
of a genuine world system from 
which power politics, international 
suspicion and threat of another war 
are eliminated.” 

Speaking to almost 500 delegates 
at a banquet closing the three-day 
convention of the Ontario section 
of the party, Mr. Lewis said the 
first task was to win the war. How- 
ever, it was a “social as well as a 
military war” and “we have there- 
fore urged the Canadian people to 
fight it on the political front as 
well as on the military front.”
